Civic Club’s Three-Fold Drive 

An editor and publisher’s life is definitely likened to 
a two-sided coin. Many, many times he is called upon during 
his tenure to come to the assistance of the people that he 
represents. At times this is in the form of some philan¬ 
thropic project of a club or organization, at times it is to 
assist in a fund drive, find a lost kitty, erect a flag pole, 
or help to obtain attendance to some meeting or luncheon. 
He listens to the sorrows of the families and the joys of 
marriages, reunions and honors bestowed, and he records 
them in the annals of the “hometown newspaper” often 
stored in the archives of the historical society or the files 
of the newspaper for the years ahead and its researchers. 

For a newspaper to exist, it definitely needs its ad¬ 
vertisers, this is the foundation from which expenses are 
paid, but for the advertisers to be benefited and not be 
donors, the newspaper must have readers, and these read¬ 
ers must buy from the merchants so they can exist and 
pay their expenses. 

To be termed a newspaper of General Circulation, 
operating under the laws of the Federal Government as a 
second class publication, its readers must be paid sub¬ 
scribers. The Government feels that the people have to 
want the newspaper and their wants are to be satisfied by 
payment in advance for the opportunity of reading the 
paper. The Federal Government and the legal laws of 
the State of Califoria term that a newspaper must be good 
enough to be wanted or it calinot enjoy the privileges ac¬ 
corded this class. 

Your Sierra Madre News is such a publication, having 
been adjudicated by the State of California 30 years ago 
and by the Federal Government 59 years ago. 

Due to progress and competition, your editor and pub¬ 
lisher has determined that to exist, and to represent the 
majority of the people of the area he must have approxi¬ 
mately 1000 new readers or subscribers. 

And here is where we turn over the coin and have a 
look at the other side. Your editor and publisher earnestly 
needs your help. The newspaper is in no way under finan¬ 
cial stress, but to maintain its stability in the community 
it must have additional readers, and they must be paid. 

In an answer to this call, the Board of Directors of 
the Sierra Madre Civic Club, a club dedicated to the sta¬ 
bility of the community in which it exists, paid a visit to 
the Sierra Madre News office this past week and it was 
their decision that they would come to the aid of their 
Editor, Publisher and the newspaper in a three-fold project, 
which when completed, will be one of the greatest accom¬ 
plishments of their existence. 

First, their desire is to compete the philanthropic pro¬ 
jects planned for the year 1966, which includes the build¬ 
ing of a new building for Toy Loan, which requires the 
raising of approximately $3,200, others needs of the Club 
in philanthropic projects raises their needs to approximate¬ 
ly $7,000. 

Second, it is their desire to come to the aid of the 
newspaper and raise 1000 new subscriptions. 

Third, they want to help the people in the community 
to receive a bargain that will have full value. A two or 
three year subscription at a price well within the means 
of all. 

In taking on this project the Civic Club will receive 
for its funds fifty per cent of all moneys collected for new 
subscriptions.

Madre. Third prize will be a $25 permanent from Fashion- 
ettc Beauty .Salon, with fourth being $15 in Cosmetics 
from the drug store of her choice in Sierra Made and the 
fifth will be a $10 gift certificate to any store in Sierra 
Madre. 

So, folks if you want to joint in this three-fold project, 
get in touch with the members of your Civic Club, they 
are now ready, waiting and anxious to make you a new

Breathing Spell for FDA 

The Food and Drug Admnistration should now be j 
given "a breathing spell to absorb the vast workload it 
is charged with handling.” That is the view of a major , 
pharmaceutical manufacturing company. 

As he pointed out, in recent years Congress has thrust i 
new programs and responsibilities on the FDA "at an ; 
overwhelming rate.” It has demanded results that the < 
finest organization in the world could not have delivered | 
within the time allowed and with the resources which the J 
agency has available. In other words. Congress has as¬ 
signed the FDA broad and far-reaching new responsibili¬ 
ties without providing the various facilities which the 
proper discharge of those responsibilities requires. As an 
example, it raised governmental salaries across the board 
but didn’t raise medical and scientific salaries enough to 
permit the FDA to compete for personnel with medical 
schools, universities and industries. 

The importance of this can hardly be overstated. Unless 
the FDA is able to make the right decisions in asserting its 
control over which drugs may or may not be available to 
sufferers from disease, it obviously cannot meet the pre¬ 
sent and future challenges of an exploding science and 
technology. ’Then, in the spokesman’s words, ‘"The produc¬ 
tivity of this country’s great pharmaceutical industry will

OUT OF TBS COiWSBS 


Advocates of sexual pro¬ 
miscuity have invaded the 
“farm.” The termites are on 
the crawl! Stanford Univer¬ 
sity’s self-styled sexologists 
are peddling their free love 
under the banner of—guess 
what — civil liberties!

“Sayre, who wears his 
hair long, and an ‘Unbutton’ 
button on his blue cardigan, 
technically serves as chair¬ 
man of both sex groups. 

“His button business was 
so brisk at one point that 
he was forced to scrawl a 
sign saying: ‘Sorry, We’ll 
Have More Fondle Buttons 
in Two Weeks’.” 

According t o Chronicle 
correspondent George Dra¬ 
per, “the Statement of Prin¬ 
ciples of the Stanford Sex¬ 
ual Rights Forum was lib¬ 
erally distributed and con¬ 
tain^ a number of eye¬ 
popping poin-ts. 

“ ‘We view sexual rights 
as a proper extension of in¬ 
dividual civil liberties,’ the 
statement began with ap¬ 
propriate seriousness. 

“The statement went on 
to say that ‘the private sex¬ 
ual activities of consenting 
adults are sacrosanct’ and 
therefore should not be the 
concern of governments, 
schools, churches or other 
corporate bodies. 

“ ‘Other corporate bodies,’ 
presumably, referred to the 
Stanford administration, 
which made no effort to 
stop the sex drive.” 

Student sexologist Jim 
Sayre reportedly denied 
that Jefferson Poland, presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco 
Sexual Freedom League, 
had unduly influenced him. 
But he conceded Poland was 
the source of his hapidly 
diminishing button display. 
And one guess might be suf¬ 
ficient to pinpoint the con¬ 
spiracy which is in full ac¬ 
cord with the aims and pur¬ 
poses of the Sexual Freedom 
League! 

As one astute columnist, 
Clarence Desmond, put it; 
“We like the description of 
these phon'ies, who would 
destroy what generations 
have spent in building . . . 
‘These monstrosities with 
filthy faces, filthy feet and 
even filthier minds’.”

J. Edgar Hoover, as quoted 
from the February edition of 
the Law Enforcement Bulle¬ 
tin, has this to say on the 
subject:

On 
many campuses he faces a 
turbulance built on unre¬ 
strained individualism, re¬ 
pulsive dress and speech, 
outright obscenity, disdain 
for moral and spiritual val¬ 
ues, and disrespect for law 
and order. This movement, 
commonly referred to as the 
‘New Left,’ is complex In 
its deceitful absurdity and 
characterized by its lack of 
common sense. 

“. . . There are those who 
scoff at the significance of 
these student flare - ups,” 
comments Mr. Hoover, “but 
let us make no mistake: 
The Community Party does 
not consider them insignifi¬ 
cant. 'The participants of 
the New Left are part of the 
100,000 ‘state of mind” 
members Gus Hall, the 
party’s general secretary, re¬ 
fers to when he talks of 
party strength. He recently 
stated that the party is ex¬ 
periencing the greatest up¬ 
surge in its history with a 
one to two thousand in¬ 
crease in membership in the 
last year. 

“. . . Thus the Commu¬ 
nist’s intentions are abur?- 
dantly clear. We have al¬ 
ready seen the effects of 
some of their stepped-up ac¬ 
tivities, and I firmly believe 
a vast majority of the 
American public is disgust¬ 
ed and sickened by such 
social orgies.”
